He did 
not think tho opinion of tho boa member tor 
Victoria worth as much us tho opinion ot 
those who bad been over tbe ground. Tho 
hon gentleman bad told you that tho poles 
rotted oir ia two years— wbot is the fact ? Tho 
pules wcreset^Q 1804 and are standing yet. 
I'horo was one point vbicb ho thought would 
touch the hon gentlemaia : He voted for a 
subsidy or$4500 for the Itne bet'ween'Victoria 
and Portland. Of coarse- be can advance a 
good many arjjnmenta for the subsidy, but ho 
cannot see any advantages lo tbe people of tbe 
upper country in ibo otber lino. Ho [tbe 
CJoiuaiissiunerJ would ask tbo hon gentleman 
to ruviBu bis judgment and see if ho could not 
discover some advantage to tho interior in the

Tbe Colonial Secretary said tbe Qoveroor 
was not only willing bat destrous to keep tbe 
line, provided the Council would only find tbe 
means. 

Mr Kobson said tho task left for blm to per- 
form bad been rendered an easy one by the 
bun tbe I'hicf Commissioner. Ha had been 
surprised at tbo lino of argument adopted by 
the bon senior member for Victoria city. 
Would that gentleman inform tbo House 
whether the human family was really any hap- 
pier or better in Ibis ago of steam and electri- 
city than ia tho former one of stage coaches, 
mud roads and canvas ? — for that was really 
where his theory would bring us. [The bon gen- 
tleman quoted Irom the British North America 
Act, I8U7, showing tbat-onder Confederation 
tbe telegraph would be at once, assumed, by the 
Dominion.] This was ao'time io abandon a 
telegraphic system, which would be rendered 
both necessary and remunerative by impeoding 
cbangci, and which could not be replaced for 
less than $ir>0,000. Itut while advocating the 
iiijiinlenance of tho mainland telegraph, both 
on the grounds of justice and policy, be toll 
that ho must strongly oppose iho means by 
which it waa projuiaod to make provision for 
its maintenance. It was at all limes undesir- 
able to tinker wi'.ti tbo Customs tariff; and 
especially was it undesirable to increase it at 
a time when all felt that it was moch too 
high — crushing ibe commercial interests of tbe 
plaoe, Ha irdald oppoae'tbat mode of. raising 
tbe necessary revenue to maiataia tbe tele- 
graph. Such a tax would probably be the 
moat odious and iojarlous which conid pos- 
sibly be devised. 

Hon Collector of Cinloms said if tbe line 
was taken over he thought there should be 
some other way provided for raisinp tbe 
munc-y. The ta.t would bear heavily on o. few 
tie.rsnns. There was one firm who paid about 
$|J0,000 a yei'.r into the revenue, and the duty 
now on Hour was $22,000, and the consumer 
would b.ive to pay an additional tax of $-140. 
The lirst chanRo he hoped lo see in the tariQ' 
wouia v.. M. reductiuQ instead of an increase. 

Mr Barnard saui .'.„„^ijt, it very atrange 
that iu ISTO it was necessary to k"-- -i- » je- 
feaco of a telegraph system.

He denied emphatically that' the 
people ot British Columbia were benefitted by 
the line. Tho W. U. Telegraph Company had 
attempted a speculation and failed, and now 
wanted hid from tho government. Thoy put 
this lino up for their own interout and not for 
tho interest of tbe colony. In making somo 
allusion to tbo member for Vale .Mr Humph- 
reys was called to order by tho chair as Doing 
personal. IIo (.Mr H) denied being personal. 
He did not wish to olfend any member. All 
this talk, about the line was l^ambug. Ho 
should support the last amendment. 

Tbe Aliorney; General said be tbonght it 
was the desir«i to maihtaia telegraph commu- 
nication within the colony with fairness to 
.ill. Ho did not think the mode of raising the 
sum as proposed in tiie resolution was a good 
one. Ho should propoao in a resolution that 
this council should express the desire that 
telegraphic communication should bo kept up 
wilhin the colony , and ask the (iovernor to 
send down a bill proposing lo arrange the 
taxation fairly over the whole coininunily. 

fir Helnioken aaid bo thought twenty-two 
people could better decido upon a bill than 
thoQovornor. Ho denied that from Vicloria 
to Cariboo was the whole colony, 

Dr Carrall said that three things had crop< 
ped out during tbe debate : First, it was con- 
ceded pretty generally that we want tbe tele- 
graph ; second, that we are not able to pay for 
it ; and thirdly, that the hon member for Vic- 
toria city should make a visit to the mainland. 
He tbougbl to display such ignoranco and 
slick to it was a eriiuo. Ho thought it very 
dilUcult to discriminato between a lu.iury and 
a necessity. A man could live on a clam-bed, 
but ho did not think it a very extravagant 
luxury should bo indulge in a little bread and 
potatoes or a fish occasionally. Postal coiu- 
municntion wag a necessity and SO was tele, 
graphy, IIo thought tbe tax proposed was 
equitable, tho consumer paid, not tbo mer- 
chant. Tbe community on tbo mainland [lay 
their proportion of tbe $4&oo subsidy for the 
line from Victoria to Portland, Tho expense 
of kedping up this lino would not be grout 
Tbe oflicers of the government would in tbe 
main keep tbo line in operation, only a few 
outside would have to bo employed. At Iho 
Drsl he felt somewhat reluctant to propose the 
mode of raising the means, but now be would 
prosa his rouoluUon in iis entirety. He wa.i 
one of those sanguine individuals who believe 
that if this item oas in Ihc estimates next 
year it would bo very much less. 

The Commissioner of fvands and Works 
said be looked upon it as an bstab.'ished fact 
that the'telegrapb was rery mecb required, 
and it would be a great loss to tbe oouutry if 
it was done' away with. -If there bad beeo any 
doabt in tbe minds of the people that tiu 
line would be sustained petitions would have 
been abundant. Tho hon member for Victoria 
city said the Governor did not desire the line. 
The remark was not just. His Kxcellency did 
not feel juslilied in placing it on ibe esti- 
irales without consulting tho council. He 
would not adopt tbu amendment ol the boo 
Attorney General. The mode proposed for 
raising the tax was vague and indilinile. Thu 
(|ue»lion was, aro we willing lo adopt tho tax 
in tho way proposed by the mover; Is the 
game worth the candle? lie thought it was 
and moved tbe ioUowiog amendment : 

' That this oouocit, impressed witb tl)e cons 
viction that tbe disestablishmsut of the tele- 
graph line between Victoria and Cariboo will 
prove detrimeutal to tbo mercantile and other
